The Methodists on Divorces and Mormonism 
--The Catholics on Colored Education. 
PurtapeLenta, Pa., May 28.--In the Metho- 
dist general conference to-day, the common 
state of the echureh called up its report for tinal 
action, and Governor R. E. Patterson, chair- 
man of the committee, presented the report on 
marriage and divorcee. It reeommends that 
no divorees should be granted except on 
grounds justified by the seriptures, and aleo 
that a commission should ° appointed to 
confer with the governors 6f all the states to 
endeavor to secure the enactment of 
uniform laws on this subject. 
The _ first part was amended making 
itthe sense of the conference that divorcees 
echould net be granted * but tor adultery, and 
anv ong divorced for such reason, if the guilty 
party, cannot be married again by any minis- 
ter of the chureh. On this question several of 
the delegates desired to exercise their privilege 
of calling for the ayes and nays, and they 
mace this demand. *No notice being taken of 
any one of them, they clamored enough tw» 
create some confusion, and repeated their de 
mand, but the bishop declined to acknowledge 
their right. The report as amended was 
adopted. The portion of the report of this 
ommittee whieh was expected would cause 
considerable debate, was that referring to the 
“eolor line.’ as it is called.
